PARTICULARS of ESTATES, PROPERTY, and FUNDS. 

The Society have apiece of ground in Kildare street, purchased free from annual rent, from 
the late Luke White, esq. for the sum of £.1,853. Irish currency, on a lease of lives, renewable for 
iso years, from the year 1796. 

They have another piece of ground, which is held from Colonel White, under a lease of 900 
years from 1824, at an annual rent of £. 110 Irish currency; this piece of ground is immediately 
adjoining the former, and upon these premises they have erected a large school-house and suitable 
buildings for the various offices which the operations of the Society require, and wherein the general 
business of the Society is transacted. . .... 

The Society, in the year 1823, took the house, No. 3, Kildare-place, contiguous to their pre- 
mises at a rent of £.130, late currency, per annum, without fine, and with clause of surrender, 
where schoolmistresses, sent up from the country to their female model schools for instruction, are 
boarded and lodged : part of the premises serve as a storage for their stock of printed books, &c. 

They have also at the rear of these premises a house, held from Colonel White, at £.21 per 
annum, with a clause of surrender. . . , 

The Society are also in possession of £.193. iCs. British four per cent Government stock, pur- 
chased with a legacy from the late W . P. Lefanu, esq. , . , 

The Society are in receipt of annual subscriptions and occasional donations ; these appear in the

ON the 24th of May 1822, an Act was passed by the Imperial Parliament to enable the Govern- 
ment to advance money for the carrying on Public Works, as the most effectual means of relieving 
and employing the poor in certain districts of Ireland, where the suffering from want of employ- 
ment had arisen to an alarming height. 

By the authority of this Act, the Lord Lieutenant was, under certain restrictions therein 
recited, empowered to direct an advance, out of the consolidated fund of the United Kingdom, of 
monies for carrying on the Public Works, the management and superintendence of which were to 
be entrusted to engineers, liable to account for the expenditure ; and those accounts were to be 
examined in such manner, and by such persons, as shall be directed by the Lord Lieutenant or 
other chief governor of Ireland, or of his under secretary of civil affairs. 

On the 25th of July 1822, a second Act passed, “ authorizing certain temporary advances of 
Money for the relief of the distresses existing in Ireland;” the provisions of this latter Act giving 
to the Lord Lieutenant a power of ordering such advances as he shall think necessary for Public 
Works, “ whether any presentment shall have been made for such purposes or not,” and thereby 
removing the restrictions, as to amount of advances, imposed by the Act of 3d George IV, 
chapter 34 . 

Mr. Nimmo, as appears by his letter of appointment, dated 25th June 1822, was the engineer 
to whom the Public Works in the western district were entrusted ; and on the 19th January 1825, 
the Accounts of his expenditure for 1822, 1823, 1824, and 1825, which are the subject of the 
present Report, were referred to Us for audit and examination, by his Excellency the Lord Lieu- 
tenant. t 

In making Our Report on these Accounts, We beg leave to state, that the result of a most 
minute and laborious investigation has proved to Us, that the principles of audit which generally 
prevail in this office, cannot, from the peculiarity of the circumstances under which the greater 
part of this expenditure has been made, be applied beneficially in those now before Us. 

The inexperience of accountant in the method of examination pursued in this office, and in many 
cases the absolute impracticability of obtaining, in certain districts of the country, such vouchers as 
the rigour of Our rules exact, had occurred to Us as probable reasons for this deviation from the 
accuracy and method expected in public accountants. 

On the examination of Mr. Nimmo, We called his attention to the insufficient and unsatisfactory 
manner in which the accounts had been vouched, and required him to state what were the diffi- 
culties he had to contend with which could account for this inaccuracy. 

The substance of his reply was, that with respect to the necessity of furnishing stamped receipts, 
he had in the commencement of his undertaking acted under an impression that a receipt on un- 
stamped paper would have been admitted, and he had been led into this error by a belief that such 
a voucher was allowed under the Act of the 57th Geo. 3, to the loan commissioners ; but when 
subsequently aware of his mistake, by this Board having called upon him to furnish receipts on 
stamps, every effort was made by him to remedy the defect, and he has been successful to an 
extent that surprised himself. 

Another source of incorrectness, he stated to arise from his having been obliged, in the early 
stages of these accounts, to employ overseers and assistants who had but a limited experience in 
the detail of keeping accounts ; in some instances, also, country gentlemen had been entrusted 
with the payment of monies advanced to them when their own funds were deficient, and the 
distresses of the poor were pressing for assistance : so soon however as it was possible, these evils 
were corrected ; the disbursement of the funds was placed under proper checks, in the hands of 
efficient persons in his own employ, and he thus progressively endeavoured to establish a system 
of greater correctness, which the peculiarity of a new situation, the urgent necessity of employing 
the poor, and the multiplicity of the works, made almost impossible in the first stages of the under- 
taking. 

The above circumstances being brought under Our consideration, We have exercised the dis- 
cretion given to Us by the Act of 52 Geo. 3, c. 52, of allowing credit for sums under 30 /., 
although not technically supported by proper vouchers, proof being had of their actual payment ; 
and those sums under 30 1., in support of which sufficient proof of payment has not been afforded, 
We have disallowed ; and sums exceeding that amount, insufficiently vouched, We have also dis- 
allowed ; at the same time stating in detail Our objections to the vouchers produced, and Our 
reason for disallowing the amount of the credit. 

We have drawn a distinction between defective vouchers, taken by the pay clerks, on the lines 
of roads commenced under orders to give instant employment, where the disbursements appear to have 
been made to the labouring classes in the neighbourhood of such works, whether for clay labour or 
for work done by measurement, when the payments appear to have been made at the time of the 
execution of the work; considering the defects in such cases sufficiently remedied by the secondary 
evidence of the affidavit of the nay clerk — and payments made to contractors for extensive works ;
